A Constitutional Convention Will 
Be Called to Establish 
the Republic. 


IMPORTANT QUESTIONS THAT WILL BE 
BROUGHT BEFORE IT. 


New Boundary Lines to Be Drawn for the 
Provinces—New Basis of Representation 
in the National Legislature—Qualifi- 
cations of Voters to Be Changed—W hat 
the Brazilian Minister at Washington 
Says of the New Order ot Things—Fon- 
seca’s Manifesto—The United States Not 
Yet Asked to Recognize the New Govern- 
ment—News From Dr. Peters—Sir Henry 
James’ Speech Before the Parnell Com - 
mission — Revenue Frauds in Canada— 
General Foreign News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 20.—Dr. Valente, 
the Brazilian Minister, has not yet been of- 
ficially requested to ask the United States 
Government to recognize the United States of 


Brazil. He believes that such request will 
not be made immediately, but that the new 
Government will walt a reasonable length 
of time in order to satisfy the worid 
of ite stability before seeking formal reo - 
nitiun. The Minister regards the views of the 
dominant Repubiicans as set forth in their 
manifesto as most reasonable in all respects, 
and as they have assumed all of the obliga- 
tions and debts of the Empire and 
bave guaranteed the fullest measure of pro- 
tection and personal liberty to the citizens 
of other nations residing in Brazilas well as 
security to their vested interests, he can not 
see any excuse for dissatisfaction abroad at 
the recent change. In bis view a constitutional 
convention must assemble in Brazil at the 
earliest possible moment. This body will prob- 
ably readjustthe boundaries or representations 
of the twenty existing provinces, which vary 
largely in size and density of population. The 
Senate will also have to be reconstructed. Its 
abolition as the first act of the revolutionists 
has been misunderstood, as tending toward 
despotism. Asa matter of fact, said Dr. Va- 
lente, it was a liberal movement, 
as will be understood when it is 
generally known thatthe Senators under the 
old regime were elected for life, and, it has 
been asserted, did not always continue to re- 
fleet the views of their constituents. The Min- 
ister also looks forwardto the extension of 
the right of suffrage by the con- 
stitutional convention. At present, in addl- 
tion to the ordinary requirements of 
ago, citizenship, etc., the voter must be pos- 
sessed of an income of not less than $200 per 
annum. This requirement has been liberally 
coustrued yet there is a demand for its abdoll- 
tion. Because of the mixed character of the 

opulation of Brazil, the Minister be- 
leves that it would hardly be 
wise to have unrestricted suffrage ut 
present, but favors the imposition of a re- 
quirement that after a period of four years 
from the date or the adoption of the new 
constitution, voters must at least be able to 
write their names or read. This, he believes, 
would stimulate popular education and cause 
the uneducated people to avail themselves of 
the free achools which already abound in 
Brazil. * 

Aitogether Dr. Valente takes a most hopeful 
view of the situation, ‘‘It is not the destruc- 
tion of the bnilding,’’ said he, but rather a 
renovation.’’ 


Manifesto of the New Government. 


RIO JANEIRO, Nov. 2.—The manifesto of 
the Republican Government of Brazil is as 


follows: 

**FELLOW-CITIZENS—The people, the army 
and navy and the 8 have now de- 
creed the fall of the imperial dynasty and 
the suppression of the monarchical system. 
This patriotic revolution has been followed 
by the formation of a provisional govern- 
ment, whose first mission is to guarantee 
order, liberty and the rights of the citizen. 
The formation of this Government un- 
til a definite Government has been named 
has been made with full regard to the 
most competent material. he Govern- 
ment is simply composed of temporary 
agents, who will govern and maintain peace, 
liberty, fraternity and order. The attributes 
and extraordinary faculties invested are for 
the defense and integrity of the country and 
the preservation of public order. The pro- 
visional Government promises to use all 
means in its power to guarantee security of 
life and property to all the inhabitants of 
Brazil, native and foreign, and respect for 
individual political opinions, excepting the 
exigent modifications necessary for the good 
of the country. The army and navy, the 
ordinary functions of the Department 
of Justice, the civil and mill- 
tary administrations, will continue under 
their existing organizat s, and respect for 
those bolding positions be maintained. 
The Senate aud State Council are abolished 
and the Chamber of Deputies is dissolved. 
The provisional Government recognizes and 
acknowledges ull national compromises under 
the late Government, and all agreements with 
foreign powers.

OnrcaGco, Nov. 20.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Montreal, Quebec, says: The gigantic 
frauds on revenue discovered in Quebec are 
the sensation of the hour. The oustoms 


officials estimate that the Federal treasury 
was defrauded last year by whisky — 2 — 
at Quebec alone of a sum considerably in ex- 
cess of $250,000. The seizures thus far in the 
vicinity foot up 117 barrels of oe pevens 
each, upon which the duty should be $2.60 per 
gallon. This would make $140,000 that the 
smugglers would have pocketed, but there is 
no ascertaining how much they have 
already defrauded the revenue out of, to 
the injury of the legitimate trade, A promi- 
nent local business man stated yesterday that 
the illegitimate trade done here amounted in 
all probability to one-third ofthe importa- 
tions at Quebec, much of the contraband 
whisky being landed at various riverside par- 
ishes all the way up from the gulf, and espe- 
cially on islands in the St. Lawrence where 
large deposits, in one place alone 200 barrels 
have been seized. he spirits so far seized 
are principally highwines of greater strength 
than Oanudian standard and supposed to be of 
American manufacture. 80 far none has 
been found in possession of merchants here, 
though there is little doubt that there 
are merchants fat the bottom of these smug- 
gling operations. Rumor is at present busy 
withthe nameofmore thanone prominent 
Quebec importing house. Mr. orneil zer, 
Queen's consel, declares, however, that his 
instructions are to proceed irrespective of 
rank lor politics, and spicy revelations are 
doubtless forthcoming. Yesterday he caused 
the first batch of summonses to be issued from 
the police court here, returnable on Tuesday 
next.

Attempt to Prove an Alibi in the Case of 
O’Sullivan—Conflicting Statements ot 
Witnesses—Testimony of a Member of 
Camp No. 20—A Witness Who Interes 
Bourk—To- Day’s Proceedings. t 


CHICAGO, III., Noy, 20.—Kate McCormick, a 
sister of Mrs. Thomas Whalen, was the first 
witness called by the defense in the Cronin 
case this morning. She has known O'Sullivan 
forabout seven years, and on May5 of this 
year she was at her sister’s, having gone there 
on the afternoon of the 4th: After supper on 
the Saturday night she went out with Mrs. 
Whalen at about 8:30 o’olock, leaving 
O’ Sullivan sitting In the {kitchen 
with his coat off. Mrs. Whelen’s husband 
was in the sitting-room with his two 


children, Witness and her sister returned to 
the house after 10 o’clock and were let in by 
James Minnehan. She and her sister sat up 
reading for over an hour and then went up- 
stairs to O’Sulliiyvan’s room for a cot. The 
light was burning in the room and O'Sullivan 
and Mulcahy were in bed. Witness spoke to 
the men and took the cot down stairs. She 
was positive that O'Sullivan was in the house 
when she left at 8:30 and was in bis room when 
she got back. Witness testified as to the 
presence of the Hylands there on Sunday 
evening. This ended her direct testimony 
and she was then oross-examined by the 
State’s Attorney. 

Under a sharp fire of questions the witness 
became confused and said while she was at 
O’Sallivan’s Sunday night, the 6th of May,she 
was not quite sure that she was there on the 
preceding night, which was the night of the 
murder. The witness after being further 
questioned, repeated the story of her sbop- 
ping a yh ty with her sister on Saturday 
night, the 4th, and their return to the house, 
— as she had told it on ber direct examina- 
tion. 

THE CLANCY INTERVIEW. 

Mrs. Tom Whalen was the next witness 
called and, after describing with at mi- 
nuteness the = and situation of her house, 
the location of the bedrooms and other de- 
tails, proceeded to corroborate the testimony

Mrs. Whalen further testified 
that she heard O’Sullivan, previous to May 4, 
speak of his contract with Dr. Cronin at the 
supper tabletothe men. She also teatified as 
to Conklin’s visit to O’Sullivaa’s on the 6th 
of May and as to his conversation con- 
cerning Dr. Cronin’s disappearance. The 
witness was now asked to give her testimony 
concerning the visit of Mr. Clancy, the New 
York Herald correspondent, who called on 
O'Sullivan the day that Dr. Cronin’s body was 
discovered. Mr. Clancy, the witness said, 
came into the house and made some remark 
about the discovery of Dr. Cronin’s body and 
said: I haveacab at the door and want you 
to go with me to identify the remains.“ r. 
O’ Sullivan said: ‘*‘Why should I go with you? 
I don’t know who you are and never saw you 
before to-day. If a police officer comes and 
asks me to gol wii go with him,“ The con- 
versation occurred in the middle parlor, and 
the men was standing during it.

NAVY YARD AND DRY DOCKS TO BELO- 
CATED AT ALGERIA, LA. 


Report of the Oongressional Committee 
Having the Matter in Charge—The Presi- 
dent’s Callers To-Day—Appointment of 
Surveyor of Customs at Kansas City— 
Other Vacancies Filled — Washington 
News. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 20.—The commis- 
sion appointed by Secretary Whitney last 
January, pursuant to an act of Congress, ‘‘to 
report as to the most desirable location on or 


near the coast of the Gulf of Mexico, and the 
South Atlantic coastfor navy yards and dry 
docks, bas made its report to Secretary 
Tracy. The commission met at the Navy De- 
partment March 11, and on the 
13th proceeded to make its ex- 
amination of the various sites suggested, 
accompanied by Lieut. Commander R. . 
Hitchcock, Lighthouse Inspector. The tour 
lasted until April 8, at which time the com- 
mission returned to Washington and the work 
of preparing the flnal report was begun by 
Lieut. Kennedy. The report is very volumi- 
nous and is accompanied by estimates for 
docks, dredging and cutting out bars and 
channels, topographical surveys and bor- 
ings at various localities. The com- 
mission visited and exam ined the 
following sites, the advantages and 
disadvantages of which are set forth in detail: 
Port Royal, 8. O.; Savannah, Ga.; Brunawick, 
Ga.; Sapelo Sound, Ga.; Key West, Flia.; 
Tampa Bay and Pensacola Bay, Fla.; 

Bay and Mount Vernon, Ala.; Biloxi, Miss.; 
New Orleans, La. 

The conclusion of the commission is as fol- 
lows: ‘‘After carefully weighing ail the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of Algiers as a 
site for anaval station the commission is of 
the opinion that while the spot is not an ideal 
one no other place on the gulf compares 
with it in the advantages offered, and the ad- 
vantages are s0 many and so great and out- 
weigh the disadvantages to such an extent 
that the commission has no hesitation in rec- 
ommending the location of anavy yard and 
dry docks at the present Government reserva- 
tion at Algiers, La.’’ 

The site selected is situated opposite the 
lower end of New Orleans at Algiers and em- 
braces a Government reservation of 384 feet 
fronton the river by 2,880 feet deep. Addi- 
tional ground would have to be purchased 
but this, the commission says, cun be secured 
ata reasonable price. The dry dock here, it 
is estimated, will cost $840,000 and require 
three years for its construction. 48 to Port 
Royal the commission recommends the estab- 
lishment of a dry dock, — of naval su 
plies and coaling station on Paris Island at the 
site of the present naval station. An estimate 
accompanying the report fixes the cost f tim- 
ber dry dock, similar to those now building 
for the Government, at $675,000 to be completed 
in three years.

Decision of the Kuights of Labor Touching 
the Eight Hour Question. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 20.—Yesterday the con- 
vention of the Knights of Labor went into 
Committee of the Whole to consider the 
eight-hour a day movement. The Committve 
on the State of the Order made its report on 
the question, and it was decided not to in- 
dorse any general strike. The matter has 
been generally discussed by the different as- 
sembiies and communications from all over 
the country have been received regarding it. 
Mr. Samuel Gompers, President of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, forwarded a letter 
to the convention in whieh he said that his 
men were opposed to a general strike, but 
would undertake one unless the manufact- 
urers agreed to the reduction of labor hours. 
The committee besides ite report submitted 
the follow! 


resolution, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That we coincide with the last 
expressed views. of the President of the 
American Federation of Labor, expressing as 
they do the sentiments of that organization 
that no general strike“ should de in- 
augurated upon May 1, 190, and that the 
movements should be confined to such trades 
as ‘‘are in condition’’ to put the plan in 
operation May l, 0 

Resolved, That we call upon the President 
of the American Federation of Labor to indl- 
cate the trade or trades organized within the 
folds of that society which is, or are prepared 
to successfully inangurate the eight hour 
movement on May 1, 1890, confident that the 
Knights of Labor will lend their moral — 
port to the movement in favor ot such trade 
or trades. . 

Nothing of any importance was done during 
the afternoon session. The convention will 
probably adjourn finally next Thursday. 

In the covention to-day various standing 
committess made their reports, among them 
the committees on insurance, law, finance and 
corporations. The Committee on Appeals and 
grievances, made ite final report. The Fi- 
nance Committee recommended a change, 80 
that in the future the actual car fare to 
and from conventions will, de paid.

EVIDENCE OF TRE PROSECUTION WEAK 
AND UNSATISFACTORY. 


A Minor of 46 Naturalised With Sweeney's 
Assistance, but the Unlawful Acts Not 
Fully Proven—A Splendid Case Queered 
by the Rules of Evidence — Testimeny 
Taken Te-Day.

Blase said 
Sweeney was not sworn and no questions 
were asked of him. 

Counsel for the defense raised the point that 
the witness was himself under indictment for 
fraudulently securing citizens’ papers. The 
District Attorney did not say whether this 
was 80 or not, but the witness, was asked if he 
‘knew he was indicted. He M he did not. 
Judge Thayer refused toy. Jan objection

OAL, hay and 
grain dealers ‘are 
still objecting very 
strenously to the 
demurrage system 
put in force by 
the Car Service As- 
sociation, by which 
they are charged 
$1 per day for each 
car held on track 
or detained over a 
limit ot forty-eight 
hours. They all 
favor the system, 
but want various 
modifications, ex- 
tending the time 
given for unload- 
ing to seventy-two 
and ninety-six 
hours. The PostT- 
, DISPATCH has al- 
ready given the 
reasons why the system is favored, and also 
why the modifications are asked. The matter 
is an important one, particularly to the coal 
dealers, some of whom have had to pay very 
heavy demurrage charges, one alone having 
been assessed $96 for last Saturday. Another 
argument against the systemas ithas been 
placed in force, as well as the short time for 
unloading, isthe lack of provison for stormy 
weather. Dealers say that in such weather it 
is absolutely impossible to unload cars, 
particularly of coal, as teamsters will not 
bring out their horses and run the risk of 
their, being taken down with pneumonia. 
INTHE PRESENT CONSIDERATION 
of the case, andthe conferences being held 
on the subject, the rules ofthe Car Service 
Association are of interest. The rst one 
provides a charge of 31 per day or fraction 
of a day after forty-eight hours, Sundays and 
legal holidays only excepted. The rule for 
reckoning time is given as follows: 


„Commodities other than grain in bulk 
On cars arriving during the forenoon after7 
a. m., and held for orders from consignees 
car services will be charged after the expira- 
tion of forty-eight (48) hours from 12 m. of 
that day. On cars arriving after 12 m., to and 
including 7 a.m. of the following day, car 
service charge will commence forty-eight (48) 
bours from 7a. m. of that day. On cars con- 
os to team tracks or private tracks, or 
which may be delivered on advance or stand- 
ing orders from consignees, car service will 
be charged after the expiration of forty-eight 
(48) hours from the time such cars are placed 
on the tracks designated. 

‘*‘Grain in bulk—On cars containing grain in 
bulk, car service will commence after the ex- 
piration of forty-eight (48) hours from 12 m. 
of the day of arrival, provided thut inspection 
of the grain is made before 10 a. m. of that 
day. It inspection is made after 10 a. m., car 
service will begin forty-eight (48) hours from 
12 m. of the following day. Agents will com- 
pute detentions from date and hour of first in- 
spection, collecting car service accordingly. 
If car service charges accrue in consequence 
ofappeal being taken from original inspec- 
tion, consignees will present their claims at 
the manager’s office, 

Cars for delivery on team tracks and pri- 
vate sidings—Cars containing freight to be 
delivered on team tracksor private sidings, 
shall be delivered on the tracks designated on 
the way-bills, immediately upon arrival or 
as soon thereafter as the ordinary routine of 
yard work will permit. The time consumed 
in placing such cars, or in switching cars for 
which directions are given by consignees af- 
ter arrival, shall not be included when com- 
puting detentions. For example: If a car 
arrives at a. m. and instruc- 
tions for switching the same to 
team track or private siding are ro- 
ceived at 1 p.m. that day, the owner of the 
property will be allowed one and one-baif days 
for unloading, after the car is placed on the 
track designated. The delivery of ears con- 
signed to or ordered to 

PRIVATE TRACKS 
shall be considered to have been effected 
either when such cars have been plated on 
the tracks designated, or, if such track or 
tracks be full when the road offering the cars 
would have made delivery had suth tracks 
permitted.’’ 

Cars reconsigned or loaded by consignee 
will not be allowed to be detained more than 
forty-eight hours without charge, in order to 
ship or load with other freight. 

On private cars and tracks no charge will be 
made, but when private cars are held on asso- 
ciation or other private tracks, the usual 
charge will be made. 

Cars loaded with live stock, through con- 
signments (not held for 4 freight con- 
signed to boat lines, and grain billed direct to 
5 elevators, are not covered by the Oar 

rvice Agreement, unless cars consigned 
to public elevators are held out by order of 
the consignee. 

Billing directions must accompany all cars, 
and all lines will refuse to receive loaded cars 
unless accompanied by billing directions. 
Detention charges will be assessed in such 
cases, if freight is transferred into the cars of 
the receiving road pending final directions 
being furnished. ‘ 

Any road not able to receive freight shall 
promptly notify delivering lines. 

The most objectioaable provision, as has 
been emphasized, in reference to 

STORMY WEATHER, 
and itis the more so because it really leaves 
no discretion to the agents. It is as follows, 
with a supplementary note: 

„Agents will collect car service charges ac- 
— under the rules as 9 herein, 
regardless ot the condition of the weather. 
On receipt of claims the manager will decide 
each case on its merits, taking into consider- 
ation the nature ofthe freight in connection 
with the weather, and will authorize such re- 
fund as in his judgment may be rignt and

Nor. -The foregoing rule applies onl 
upon freight whieh cannot be . 12 
stormy weather without damage thereto.’’ 

The complaint of the coal dealers is that 
while the manager apparently bas discretion 
itextends only to goods that may be dam- 
aged and can nottake into consideration the 
Ganger to horses employed in hauling coal in 
such weather.

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| receiving agent will deduct the number of 
hours thus shown from the forty-eight (48) 
hours allowed for disposing of the cars, and 
will charge and collect car service according- 
ly. Car service charges due upon cars ordered 
to tracks of connecting lines within tne 
switching limite of St. Louis, will be collected 
by the agent of the forwarding road. When 
cars are ordered to points beyond the switch- 
ing limite, the charges should follow as ad- 
vances unless paid by shipper or consignee.’’ 
A CONFERENCE 
was to have been held at II o' clock this morn- 
ing between the coal, hay and grain dealers, 
at the office of Scott Williams, manager of the 
Car Service Association, in the Fagin bulld- 
ing, but it was postponed until this afternoon. 
Those interested will urge very strongly 
a modification of the rule and an 
extension of the time, but under 
existing circumstances it is doubtful 
whether they will obtain any concessions. An 
extension to forty-eight bours after the re- 
ceipt ofthe notice of the arrival of freight 
would, in the absence of any greater change, 
be satisfactory, as under the present rule 
there is really only about twelve hours of day- 
ligbt in which to unload cars, as the forty- 
wy ae hours allowed of course includes two 
nights.

| PHIL ROHAN’S REPORT 


ADOPTED BY THE CITY COUNCIL AT LAST 
NIGHT’S SESSION. 


The Mayor Asked to stop Work on the 
People’s Road Extension—A Bitter De- 
bate Between the Couneilmen— How Mat- 
ters Stand—A New Electric Road—Kob- 
bing a Blind Man—Municipal Matters. 


The Council last night adopted the majority 
reportofthe Joint Committee on People’s 
Rall way affairs. The report was made by the 
committee of which Mr. Rohan is chairman at 
the meeting a week ago. 

In substance the report states that the Peo- 
ple’s Railway Co. in April, 1888, obtained an 
ordinance to extend the road and change the 
motive power. When the ordinance had been 
passed and was in tre hands of Mayor Francis 
for approval Mr. Green, the President of the 
company, who wasthen in New York, was 
telegraphed to by the Mayor and told that 
if he agreed to introduce later 
a bill amending the Grand av- 
enue route the existing ordinance would be 
signed. This Mr. Green agreed todo and the 
franchise with the Grand avenue route for the 
extension became a law. A short time later 
Mr. Green had the ordinance introduced as he 
had promised, changing the route of the ex- 
tension from Grand avenue to Compton ave- 
nue. The Assembly. changed this a little and 
put one track on Grand avenue and one 
on Compton. The bill got as far 
as the Mayor’ s office and was there vetoed by 
Mayor Allen because of a clerical error. From 
this point on the Council and Mr. Green dis- 
agree. The committee which made this last 
report now holds that Mr. Green did not act 
up to his agreement after the bill was vetoed 
by Mayor Allen, because he did not 
introduce a second bili of the 
same tenor and have it passed. 
Mr. Green, on the other hand, holds that he 
aid, as he agreed, introduce an ordinance 
changing the route of the extension, and that 
the municipal authorities saw fit to veto the 
bill through no fault of his, and therefore his 
duty was ended as far as his agreement with 
Mayor Francis was concerned, and according- 
ly he went to work and bullt his cable road and 
made his extension in conformity with the 
only existing franchise. The committee 
agreeing, from the standpoint that Mr. Green 
had not carried out his agree ment, that Grand 
avenue was a boulevard to all intents and 
purposes, and that double tracks on Grand 
avenue would be a damage to both the street 
and lower Grove Park, recommend that the 
Mayor be requested, by concurrent resolution 
of the Council and House, to stop the work on 
Grand avenue until the Assembly makes up its 
mind as to what it wants to do. 
@ The Council has adopted this committee re- 
ort and it now remains for the House to fol- 
ow the lead of the Council. Mr. Green was 
seen this morning and asked if he could ex- 
plain the conduct of Mr. Rohan of the Couneil, 
who seems to be the prime mover in 
the affair. Mr. Green said that he 
ebuld not explain why Mr. Rohan was de- 
having as he was unless he was sore at not 
— the contract for boilers at the power- 
ouse. As to the doings ofthe Counoil and 
the special committee particularly Mr. Green 
said it was all dluster and their 
fuss was useless us they could 
not make him take up bis tracks, 
which were now very nearly completed. 
The adoption of the report last night was not 
achieved by those who desired it without 
some lively discussion. Mr. Rohan took the 
load and urged the adoption of the report, and 
called Mr. Green a most expert prevaricator 
in unmeasured terms, and said that Mr. Green 
was fully aware of the fact. He was 
supported to a greater or less 
degree by Oouncilmen Comfort, Nelson, 
Sloan, Bensiek, Vogel and Hoolan, 

Mr. Cole in his remarks referred to the 
record of the Council and showed that the 
Grand avenue part of the People’s Railroad 
was the result of an amendment offered to the 
original ordinance by the Committee on Rall- 
roads, of which Mr. Rohan was chairman, 
and that the amendment and bill was 
voted for by Mr. Rohan. Mr. Oole 
suggested that Mr. Rohan’s course then and 
now was, ifnot suspicious, certainly incon- 
sistent. Mr. Rohan, in reply, pleaded the ex- 
cuse that he had done this asa step toward 
bringing aboutthe amendment promised to 
Mayor Francis, and that voting for the Grand 
avenue track was in keeping with that par- 
ticular arrangement. Incidentally Mr. Rohan 
made adash at City Oounsellor Bell for an 
opinion rendered by him on the subject. 
After much debate the report got through by 
the vote of Messrs. Bensiek, Comfort, Hoolan, 
Nelson, Rohan, Sloan and Vogel. 


A New Electric Road. 


The Board of Public Improvements will, to- 
morrow afternoon at2o’clock, pay a visit to 
the new extension of the Lindell Railway. This 
new piece of road begins at Vandeventer and 


Finney avenues, goes west on Finney avenue 
to Taylor avenue, south on Taylor avenue to 
Fairfax avenue, east on Fairfax avenue to 
Vandeventer again. The road is operated by 
the Sprague overhead electric system and has 
so far been an unqualified auccess. The board 
intends to visit the road and go over the route 
in a special car and then visit the power- 
house, which is located inthe southern part 
of the city, near Unouteau and Oompton ave- 
nues.

GEN. GREENTHAL DEAD. 


The Most Expert Pickpocket in the Ceuntry 
Ends His Fxistence. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORE, Nov. 20.— Abraham Greenthal, 
better known by the police as ‘‘Gen.’’ Green- 
thal, was buried quietly yesterday from the 
residence of his sister in the Tenth Ward. His 
death occurred on Sunday. He was acknowl- 
edged to be one of the most expert pick- 
pockets in the country, and was the leader of 
the notorious mob that operated all over the 


country. He was 63 years old, and received 
his diseharge from the Kings County Peni- 
tentiary a few weeks ago, where he was 
serving a five-year term for aiding Ben- 
edick Goetz, alias ‘‘the Cockroach,’’ in 
robbing Robert B. Dibble of Williamsburg of 
a pocketbook containing $79 in money ona 
crosstown car. Heart digease carried the 
General off. He was born in Portland and 
passed as a German. He was a widower, 
stoutly built, wore no whiskers and had a 
benevolent look. His home was in the Tenth 
Ward, and for over thirty years he was known 
to the police as a receiver of stolen goods and 
general thief. He was a warm friend and 
close companion of Mother Mandelbaum, who 
Ils now a member of the American Colony 
of Refugees in Canada. In March, 1877, in the 
company of his brother Harris, alias 
Herman Greenthul, and Samuel Casper, his 
son-in-law, the General was arrested for rob- 
bing Wm. Jinkson of $1,190 in the New York 
Central Depot in Rochester. Jinkson sold a 
farm in Massachusetts and exhibited his roll 
of greenbacks in Albany. The Greenthal gang 
followed him and at Rochester told him he 
he must change cars. One of the thieves 
politelv carried the old farmer’s valise and 
the entire party entered another car on the 
same train. In jostling through the crowd the 
General relieved Jinkson of his pocket- 
book. The trio were arrested, tried and con- 
victed, the old man receiving a sentence on 
April 19, 1877,of twenty yearsof imprisonment 
in Auburn prison. His brother, Harris, got 
eighteen years, and the son-in-law received 
fifteen years. Harris and Casper were par- 
doned by Gov. Cleveland in December, 1884, 
the Genera: receiving a similar iavor in the 
previous spring. 

A vear later the General committed his last 
robbery in Brooklyn, and went from the 
Kings County Penitentiary to a sick bed on 
which he closed his earthly career. He served 
several partial terms in various prisons but 
generally secured a pardon before the full 
term was over. He had four daughters, one 
of whom is known as Mollle Burns.

army of policemen and sheriffs to arrest 
lawbreakers and a full complement of 
criminal courts and police courts to try 
all the cases and impose the penalties of 
the law. But both in the Police Board 
and in the courts it seems to be assumed 
that certain laws, as binding on courts 
and executive officers as any on the 
statute books, are not to be enforced, and 
that official connivance at notorious and 
systematic violations or evasions of those 
laws will be perfectly safe in the support 
of public opinion. 

There is no other explanation of the ap- 
parently settled purpose of the police and 
the courts to treat certain laws as dead 
letters, vetoed by an opposing public sen- 
timent. There is no other explanation of 
the inaction of the police with reference 
to the publication of lottery advertise- 
ments andthe vending of lottery tickets 
—no other explanation of the uniform 
failure of the courts to impose the penal- 
ties of the law upqn the few who have 
been unavoidably arrested and found 
gypilty. 

Now this official inaction is in fact a 
criminal connivance at a system of felony 
which robs not only this city but its poor, 
who are least able to stand the loss, of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars every 
month. The robbers can well afford 
to pay for the immunity from punishment 
which is guaranteed to them, but the 
officials are mistaken who assume that 
public sentiment protects the felons or 
approves of official connivance at their 
crimes. An awakening of public opinion 
on this subject is alone needed to con- 
vince them of their mistake, and the 
Post-DISPATCH will never drop the sub- 
ject till that awakening comes, and comes 
to stay.

Offenders Escape Arrest for the Most Fla- 
grant Crimes and Are Called to Account 
Only for Less Important Ones—Arrest of 
Edward A. Drexler, a Notorious Lottery 
Vendor, Whe Distributed Cards An- 
nouncing the Location of His Office—In 
Spite of What Vice-President Overall 
Said the Police Are Not Disposed 
Punish Each Separate Offense.

HE police swore out two 

warrants to-day-—one 

against John Gilbert, editor 

of an alleged daily newspa- 

per,and William Freudenau, 

the editor of a so-called 

if weekly newspaper. The of- 

tense charged against Gil- 

bert is the publication of the 

. drawings of a Southern lot- 

tery, and Freudenau is charged with publish- 

ing the advertisement of the same lottery. 

The warrant for Gilbert was sworn out by Of- 

ficer Malony and Officer Cragin swore to the 

warrant for Freudeneu. The biunder in letting 

an officer who is charged with perjury swear 

to these warrants was avoided, and no doubt 

it will be easy to secure convictions in these 

cases, for the State willnot be hampered by 
its own witnesses. 

As the cases now stand the charges are 
these: 

John Gilbert, for publishing the advertise- 
ment of a Mexican lottery. 

John Gilbert, for publishing the drawings of 
a Southern lottery. 

Wm. Fruedenau, for publishing the adver- 
tisement of a Southern lottery. 

Why Gilbert is not charged with the same 
offense as Freudenan is a question that it 
would be well to have answered. 

There is no disposition to be unreasonable 
with the police or to ask them to do one jot 
more than their plain duty, but they only 
seem inclined to do enough of their duty 

TO STILL CRITICISM, 
at least In this directiop. 

The status of the Southern lottery is well 
established and it has been fixed by the 
courts. The laws relating to lotteries apply to 
it, andto violate these laws is plainly an 
offense. The advertisements of the Mexican 
Lottery bave not received the attention of the 
court of Missouri, and itis a question yet to 
be determined what the legal standing of that 
institution is. 

The publication of lottery drawings is an- 
other question yet to be decided, The courts 
have not yet sald whether it is legal or illegal. 
If the drawings are a watter of news, the 
editor who prints them will not be punished, 
and if they are not then there is an offense. 

John Giibert has been guilty, therefore, of 
one offense about which there is no doubt, 
and two that have not yet been passed upon 
by the court. The police have ignored the 
one offense that is certain and the two war- 
rants issued are for the two offenses which 
there is some doubt about. In other words if

for publishing the advertisement of the Soutn- 
ern lottery a term in jail would have been 
sure, but prosecuted for publishing the draw- 
ings and advertisement of the Mexican lot- 
tery there may be a chance for him to get out. 
Why the police have picked out these two is a 
question. 

Freudenau is nailed on the Southern lottery 


advisement first thing, and he will no doubt 
go up; but why Gilbert is given the benefit of 
the doubtful cases and not prosecuted for the 
one that is sure, is puzzling.

knew they could convict him on any of them, 
yet did not arrest him until they found two 
cases about which there might be some doubt, 
and brought him into court then only when 
there was a public outory for his arrest.

Only last Saturday, after one 
warrant had been sworn out against him, he

FELL FROM A BRIDGE, 


A Sad Accident by Which a Wealthy Farmer 
Lost His Life. 


One of the wealthiest and most prominent 
farmers of St Clair County, III., Thomas 
Knobeloch, was accidentaily killed near Belle- 
ville last night by a fall whien broke his neck. 
His home was on a large farm five miles 
from the city on the Mascoutah plank road, 


and it was while driving along this road that 
he was killed. He was the President of the 
St. Clair Steam Supply & Electric Light Co. of 
Belleville, and he had deen in that 
city during the day examining some 
machinery in the company’s works. He 
started home in a wason yesterday evening, 
and had proceeded about half way when he 
arrived at a culvert bridge over a small 
stream near the Haege farm. The bridge isa 
narrow one, and bas no railing on either 
side. It is supposed that the team de was 
driving became frightened tand ran off the 
bridge, as bis body was found in the stream 
below with the wagon. There was no witness 
to the accident and the exact circum- 
stances of Mr. Knobeloch’s death can 
only be conjectured, He was probably killed 
at about 7 p. m., but his body was not jfound 
until llo’clock. About 10 p. m. his wife, who 
had expected him home early in the 
evening and was apprehensive because 
of his absence, sent a man to look for 
him. The man passed over the bridge with- 
out finding any traces of bim, and went as far 
as the toligate just outside the Belleville city 
limits, where he was informed that 
Mr. Knobeloch had passed through the 
gate on his. way home. He returned 
and found the body beneath the bridge. The 
body was taken to the farm, butthe news of 
the accident did not reach Belleville until 
this morning, when Coroner Woods was noti- 
fled by a telephone message from here. 
The Coroner arrived during the forenoon and 
held an inquest, at which the facte here stated 
were brought out, and a verdict in aecordance 
was rendered by the jury. The deceased was 
one of four brothers who came from Germany 
to this country in 182 and settled 
in St. Clair ounty. He had been 
a resident of the county since. All the broth- 
ers were of the same energetic and thrif 

nature, and all becamefwealthy. They owne 

hundreds of acres of land in St. Clair and 
other counties in State, 
and fare well known through- 
out this section. Thomas Knobeloch, 
besides owning a number of valuable farms, 
also possessed a great deal of property in 
Belleville. He and his nephew, George 
Knobeloch, owned the electric light 
plant here, and recently purchased 
the Beaird company’s new plant, which 
they consolidated with their own. Re estate 
of the deceased is estimated to be worth 
somewhat more than $200,000, He has no 
children, but leaves a widow. But one of his 
brothers, Balthazer Knobeloch, survives him.

The consequence was 
thatthe St. Louis receipts were much larger 
than those of East St. Louis, and the State 
inspectors, who had been greatly cast 
down by the prospect of having their 
reason for existence cut off at the fou tain 
head by the reduction of the inspection fees 
to infnitesmal proportions, began to enter- 
tain faint hopes that they would yet be able 
to collect enough to provide for their support 
and prevent a wholesale decapitation. These 
joyful anticipations were destroyed when the 
records for the day were received. 
As is well known, the great 
majority of carload shipments of 


Pcorn under ordinary circumstances are re- 
ceived on this side ofthe river. This morn- 
ing the cased was reversed, and it was made 
plainly evident that the declarations of the 
corn men that they had taken steps to rescue 
their shipments from the eager gresp of Burks 
had not been vain threats, but had been fol- 
lowed by the action that proverbially speaks 
louder than words. 
SOME TELL-TALE FIGURES. 

The receipts of corn on this side of the river 
amounted to but 27 cars, while 80 were deliv- 
ered in East St. Louis.

have ordered that in future all shipments 
shall be made to East St. Louis and the dis- 
proportion in receipts will greatly increase, 
until within a few days only a few insignifi- 
cant shipping points in the vioinity of the 
city will send corn to St. Louis, the immense 
force of inspectors, it is estimated, being 
likely to be larger in numbeis than the daily 
car receipts. 

That the State Inspectors do not intend to 
submit to these severe disciplinary measures 
without retaliation was evidenced by their 
action to-day, and their course was almost as 
disadvantageous tothe corn receivers as the 
action of the latter had beentothem. Ship- 
ments to East St. Louis were answered by low 
inspection. As stated inthe Post- DISPATCH 
the corn received on this side bas been graded 
much lower than that sent acroas the river, 
but to-day this line of defense was utilized 
far more strongly than ever defore. Of the 
elghty cars sent to East St. Louls forty-four 
were found to grade No. 2. 

OF THE TWENTY -SEVEN CARS 

shipped to this city not one, inthe opinion of 
Burks and his deputies, was worthy to de 
classed so high. This of course is most disad- 
vantageous both to the farmer and the re- 
ceiver, but those injured by such a line of 
action are philosophic, knowing that it 
must cease in a few days from want 
of material upon which an attack can be di- 
rected.

Gerish 
gave Emily a ride, talked to her in a fatherly 
way and asked her to come and live with him. 
The girl consented. Emily now changed her 
name to Mary KEgin. She remain with 
Farmer Gerish for one night. Seven dollars 
of Mr. Gerish’s money and a gold ring disap- 
peared simultaneously with the girl. 
CHANGING HER ATTIRE. 

Then . tried a new dodge. She pawned 
the ring, and, with the proceeds of the sale 
added to the $7, walked into New Haven. On 
Grand avenue she entered a clothing store.

In the Springfield depot she met an affable 
little chap who was lonesome and anxious to 
form anacquaintance. The girl-boy accom- 
modated him. The boy had a ticket for Bos- 
ton in his hat-band. This Emily picked out 
as prettily aa tne ‘‘Artful Dodger’’ ever did 
his work. With the ticket Emily sped on to 
Boston, leaving her new acquaintance in the 
lurch. She waiked the streets of the Hub and 
visited the steamboat docks. She olaims to 
have picked up a pocket-book with $10in the 
street. She asked forajob as cabin boy at 
one of the steamship offices, but was refused. 
That nightshe put up at the Tremont House 
and next morniog she bought a ticket for New 
York. When she reached Hartford she 
thought she would like to see that piace. The 
conductor accommodated her with a stop- 
over check. 

HER EXPERIENCE IN NBW YORK. 

She continued the journey to New York on 
Wednesday last. She put up at a cheap lodg- 
ing-house, which she says is near First avenue 
ana Forty-second street. Thursday found her 
in New Haven again with ail her money gone 
and no jewelry to pawn. By her sweet littie 
talk she succeeded in borrowing 25 cents from 
a newsboy and started into business as a com- 
petitor. During all ber exploite Emily’s 
mother searched the city for her, and the 
police and Agent Preston of the organized 
charities’ association assisted. Yet she has 
brushed up against the police in the streets. 
On Saturday she met Gen. Preston face to face 
and sold hima paper. She walked across 
Chapel street yesterday almost side by side 
with ker brother and he did not know her. 
Detectives Reilly and Brewer encountered her 
to-day merely by chance. She will de ar- 
raigned inthe Oity Court to-morrow mornin 
and will probably be sent to the Industri 
School at Middletown.

A TEST OF RESPONSIBILITY. 


Liability of a Telegraph Company for Sub- 
stantial or Nominal Damages. 


The Courtof Appeals handed down avery 
Important decision yesterday as to the re- 
sponsibility of telegraph companies. It was 
in the case of Julius D. Abeles, appellant, vs. 
the Western Union Telegraph Oo., respond- 
ent. The case was brought to test the 
liability of a telegraph company to the sender 
of a message for more than nominal damages. 
Abeles had forwarded a cipher telegram 
directing the sale of mining stock in 


Tuolumne County, Cal. It was not delivered 
for eleven days, and Abeles brought suit for 
$320 damages. Ihe telegraph company set 
5 inj defense that the message being in 
cipher the company could not know 
its contents and should not be held Hable. 
The lower court, however, held that the 
plaintiff was entitied to nominal damages, and 
gave judgment for 1. From this Abeles ap- 
*peaied. Judge Thompson, in giving the opin- 
lon of the Court of Appeals, said that waere 
the delay had been 80 great as to amount to a 
substantial failure of the company to perform 
the duty undertaken, the proper measure of 
damages was the sum paid for the transmis- 
sion of the message with interest. Counsel 
having stated, however, that the case was a 
test as tothe right of the plaintiff to recover 
substantial damages beyond the costs of trans- 
mitting the message, and having thus walvea 
the right to recover except nominal damages, 
— judgment of the lower court must be 
rmed.
